Homer G. Otterman, special 
agent for the Burlington, said it 
was hardly possible that Carter 
could long escape arrest. 

“He is barely able to walk and 
his physicians said excessive ac- 
tivity would prove fatal,” said Ot- 
terman, 

Friends reported Carter had been 
talking for some time of traveling.

The wrecked plahe was found 
early today by two American Air- 
ways pilots, Ira.McConaughey and 
Victor Miller. i 

Davidson was found about two 


miles away. He had . stopped to 
build a fire because he could not 
find his way well-in the darkness 
and needed warmth, against the 
chill air of. the mountains, * : 

Davidson said he was. nervous as 
Robbins tried ‘to drive the «plane 
over the mountains in foggy weath- 
er. As a précaution, he said, he 
tightened his safety belt. When the 
plane hit the ‘mountainside, the. 
other three were thrown forward 
and probably stunned. Davidson's 
belt kept him in his seat and left 
him able to: leap from the plane. 
the instant before it took fire. Al- 
most in a moment, he said the 
other men were enveloped in 
flames. 

Unable to help them, he re- 
mained near the platie a while, 
then started to try to make his way 
out of the mountains. The plane 
struck about. 150 feet below the 
crest of one mountain. If it had 
been flying slightly higher it might 
have gone On tO Dallas safely: At 
the time of the crash it was only ah 
hour ovt of El Paso. . 

After the plane had been some 
hours overdue, search for it was 
begun. When McConaughey and 
Miller finally sighted the wreckage, 
they had to fly 12 miles farther be- 
fore finding a place to land. They 
made their way back toward the 
wreckage on foot. :

Calls Him “A Lone Wolf.” 

Personally, however, Smith said 
he felt Mrs. Robins “may be over- 
anxious.” She had told of many 
threats on her husband's life for 
his active work in behalf of con- 
stitutional prohibition and against 
liquor violators, 

“Col. Robins is a lone wolf,” 
Smith said. “When he wants to 
learn something, to dig up some- 
thing, it occasionally happens that 
he will go off without telling sny- 
one and he goes it alone until he 
finds what he wants. 

“Threats against his life never 
feaze him. He just laughs at 
them.” 

“But,” he added, 


“of course, it 


does seem unusual that he should 
break an engagement with the 
President.” 


Attorney-General Mitchell said 
today special investigators from the 
Prohibition Bureau had been as- 
signed to the hunt for Col. Robins 
on the theory that he might have 
been harmed by a gang of boot- 
leggers. Mitchell reported, how- 
ever, that nothing had been found 
that would substantiate such a 
theory or give aclew to any gang 
that might be responsible. . 

. Robins was last seen at the City, 
Club in New York at a time fixed 
by employes at between 4:50. and 
‘6 p. m. on Saturday. He had 
checked out, leaving the Dodge 
Hotel in Washington as a forward- 
ing address. This hotel, however. 
said Robins had made no reserva- 
‘tion and had not been there. His 
baggage was located today in the 
City Club checkroom.

Oakland, ticket agent for the 
River Lines.

“Dorothy Millette” named in the 
will of the dead motion picture 
executive as “my wife, Dorothy 


ascertained, but Oliva ‘said the 
woman's ticket was signed with 
that name before she boarded the 
steumer. 

The register of the Plaza Hotel 
here showed the signature of “D. | 
Millette, New York City,” among 
registrations for May 4, the hotel 
stating she left Sept. 6, the day 
after Bern's suicide in Beverly 
Hills. 

The river steamer made one stop 
en route to Sacramento. Stcamer 
line officials said they found no 
trace of Miss Millette on arrival at 
Sacramento Wednesday morning. 

Miss Millette, it was said at the 
hotel, avoided all other guests. Miss 
Millette was described as of slight 
built, almost always dressed — in 
blue, 38 or 40 years old, with 
brown hair and blue eyes. This de- 
scription tallied closely with press 
descriptions of the woman with 
whom Bern was associated in New 
York,

Windshield stickers will be is- 
sued for city automobile licenses 
next year, instead of the metal 
tags of this and past years. 

The Board of - Standardization : 


made-this decision yesterday and- 
decided to award the contract for 
the stickers to 8. G. Adams Co. 
which agreed to furnish 155,000 
at $30 a thousand, a total of $4650. 
The stickers are about one-half 
cent cheaper than métai tacs. 

The design selected for 1933 is a 
yellow rectangle, two by four 
inches, letter in red and bear- 
ing the seal of the city, a steam- 
boat in a circle. It will carry the 
facsimille signatures of License 
Collector Chapman, Comptroller 
Nolte and City Register Grosse. 
The licenses will be’ humbered 
serially. 

In deciding to adopt the stickers 
the Board had made a survey of 
the experiences of University 
City, Kansas City’ and Chicago, 
which are using them this year. It

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—An old 
wooden steamboat exploded in the 
East River near Hell Gate today 
and more than 120 iron workers 
on their way to build prison cells 


in the $9,000,000 penitentiary un- 
der construction on Riker’s Island, 


dead and virtually all the rest in- 
jured. : 

Twenty-four bodies were taken 
during the morning to.the ferry 
house where 28 years ago the 
dead of the Slocum disaster, in 
which more than 1000 pérsons 
were killed, were laid. 

The toll late today as divers 
and rescue squads still sought 
bodies of victims, stood at 36 
dead, 70 injured and at least 20 
missing. 

It was feared by police on the 
scene that the final death list 
might reach 100. Among 
those unreported but considered 
surely dead by his associates, 
was Harry Hires of Matte- 
wan, the boat's engineer, who 
was in the engine room when the 
boiler exploded and the craft was 


torn apart. 
Pilot Gravely Injured. 

The boat was the Observation, a 
92-footer built 44 years ago and 
always owned by the Forsythe 
Transportation Co. Alexander For- 
sythe, the pilot, was gravely in- 
jured in the explosion and his 
father, George Forsythe, the cap- 
tain, suffered fatal injuries. 

Until recent years the Ubserva- 
tion was always an excursion boat 
and until its end it returned to this 
type of service every week-end, fill- 
ing in the week as a labog ferry. 
Caught in a strong tide last win- 
ter it turned over and sank but it — 
was raised and reconditioned and _ 
in April passed its annual Govern- 
ment examination.

Instructed to Demand Bonus. 

Approximately 1200 of the 1400 
delegates have been instructed by 
departments! conventions to de- 
mand immediate payment of the 
adjusted service certificates which 
until 1945. Presi- 
dent Hoover appeared last year 
before the convention at Detroit 
to urge the defeat of a similar res- 
olution. Prominent Legionnaires 
have insisted that the President's 
appearance was unnecessary be- 
cause the leaders had already 
blocked the movement. There is 
no doubt, however, that the force- 
ful eviction of the bonus army and 
the attendant harshness of the reg- 
ular troops played directly into the 
hands of those seeking immediate 
cash for the certificates. 

With the election less than two 
months away, administration lead- 
ers intimate that the bonus pay- 
ment is an economic question. 
They are now interested in the po- 
litical consequences of a vote of 
censure by an organization repre- 
senting almost .a million men, 
which heretofore has been one of 
the most vociferous groups in de- 
manding harsh treatment of all 
who dared question the present 
economic system. 

Five state conventions of the 
Legion—in Massachusetts, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Texas and Mary- 
land—-already have voted resolu- 
tions of criticism of the use of 
Federal troops against the bonus 
army. At other conventions simi- 
lar resolutions were proposed and 
only nafrowly beaten. Several in- 
dividual posts have voted direct 
criticism of Secretary Hurley and 
Gen. McArthur, chief of staff, 
who personally led the eviction 
forces. 

Hurley May Take Fioor. 

At Portland, Secretary Hurley, 
MacNider and Johnson hope to 
smother all eviction criticism in 
the Resolutions Committee. If the 
committee cannot be managed or 
if resolutions of criticism are pro- 
posed from the floor, Hurley may 
address the conyention, either as a 
fellow Legionnaire or as an ad- 
ministration spokesman. He has 
told friends that he would not car- 
ry @& prepared speech to Port- 
land, 

Hurley has intimated to friends 
that he has no relish for his pres- 
ent job. His assistant, F. Trubee 
Davison, was jeeread and booed at 
the New York Legion convention 
when ho attempted to defend the 
administration's action by charg- 
ing that the men evicted by the 
army were “a polyglot mob of 
tramps and hoodlums, with a gen-

Hurley has come in for consid- 
erable criticism for his utterances 
immediately after the eviction 
particularly for his statements that 
the bonus marchers had been hu- 
manely treated; that not one had 
been injured by the troops and 
that their huts had not been fired 
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on by the soldiers. 

Hurley did not witness the evic- 
tions and his statements were 
demonstrably false. 

Newspaper men, photographers, 
doctors and other observers of the 
eviction flatly contradicted the 
Secretary’s declarations. 

At Portland, Hurley will be con- 
fronted by W. W. Waters, com- 
mander of the bonus marchers. 
Portinad is also the home of a 
large contingent of former service 
men who were routed from Camp 
Marks on the Anacostia Fiats. 
Waters can get on the convention 
platfrom only by unanimous con- 
sent. When he was at the New 
York convention as a spectator 
there was a loud demand that he 
answer Assistant Secretary Davison 
but he did not take the platform.

Bonus Marehers Had Rifles in 

Camp, One of Them Tells Police. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Police 
officials said today that William 
E. Manning, Negro World War vet- 
eran who was one of the bonus 
marchers, had made a written 
statement to Police Inspector O. T. 
Davis that 30 rifles and a large 
box of ammunition were kept in 
the main bonus camp. 

The statement was turned over 
to Nugent Dodds, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, who has directed the 
investigation of riots attending the 
ousting of bonus marchers from 
the city late in July. Manning tes- 
tified today before the District of 
Columbia grand jury. 

Before appearing to give his tes- 
timony, however, officers took the 
man to the Anacostia Flats where 
the biggest encampment had been 
pitched. There he indicated’a spot 
where he said one of the guns was 
hidden. A German Mauser rifle 
with its stock partly burned away 
and several shells were dug wp. 
The camp was destroyed by fire 
when troops cleared it of. veterans. 

Manning’s statement related, of- 
ficials said, that he came to Wash- 
ington from Portland, Ore., in the 
original bonus contingent, and that 
the rifles, which he first saw on 
July 18, were kept in camp by the 
California brigade until the evacu- 
ation.

As Capt. Forsythe of the Ob- 
server was pulled from the water, 
he moaned: ‘“‘The boilers exploded,” 
and then became unconscious. 

Priests went to the ferry house 
and knelt among the injured ad- 
ministering last rites to the dying. 

Capt. Joseph Rogers of the mu- 
nicipal ferry Greenwich Village 
gave an eye-witness account. 


“T heard a blast and saw the boat 
blown to smithereens,” he said. 
“When the’ clouds 6f smoke and 
steam had cleared away we could 
see the passengers struggling in the 
water over a large area. Our ferry- 
boat was in its slip at East 134th 
street at the time, just two blocks 
from the pier where the Observa- 
tion had backed out into the water. 

“We lowered our lifeboats and 
cruised about among the wreck- 
age. We picked up four bodies and 
10 injured persons. Other people 
were putting out in small boats 
and they also picked up bodies and 
the injured.” : 

William Donoghue, 38 years old, 
of Long Island, one of the surviv- 
ors, said: 

“When the boat exploded I went 
high in the air and then sank deep 
into the water. When I came up 
again I was hit by a body coming 
down and went down for the second 
time. On coming up again I could 
hear the hiss of live steam and saw 
fragments of the boat floating all 
around me. I had sufficient pres- 
ence of mind to swim under the 
water until I was sure there was 
no further danger.”’ 

E. G. Wallenstik, 21, of Yonkers, 
said: 

“I was sitting on the top deck 
with six of my companions after 
the boat had backed out. Suddenly 
there was a terrific explosion and 
we were all hurled high into the 
air. I came down in the water and 
saw that the boat had been blown 
to bits. I grabbed a lifesaver. 1 
could not gee ahy of my compan- 
ions except John Balley. We both 
swam ashore, where somebody lift- 
ed us up and we were taken to the 
hospital.’’ 

Wallenstik’s injuries included two 
cuts on each arm and a discolored 
eye.

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NEW UNION PIGKETS 


EAST SIDE MINES 


Owners of These Have Agreed 
to Recognize Only United 
Mine Workers. 


Pickets of the new Progressive 
Miners’ Union were out again to- 
day at the mines owned by 19 
members of the St. Clair-Madison 
County Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, who recognize only the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. 

The leaders of the pickets, after 
visiting the mines in the Belle- 
ville district, reported no men 
had appeared for work and that al! 
mines were idle except three whose 
owners had signed agreements with 
the Progressive Union to pay the 
old $6.10 scale. More than 400 
pickets were on duty. 

Three mines near Belleville and 
Freeburg, IlL, which opened yes- 
terday under the $6.10 scale, con- 
tinued operations today. 

Small details of pickets were left 
at all -mines not operating, and 
picket scouts are tracing coal 
trucks on the highways. 

S. L. Jones, executive member of 
the Progressive Union, announced 
that 21 of the 39 locals in the 
Belleville sub-district had signed 
contrects with the Progressive Un- 
ion. Their membership, Jones said, 
represented 2500 miners, one-half 
of the entire membership of the dis- 
trict. ‘ 

The operators’ association an- 
nounced that 19 mine-owners had 
signed the agreement to recognize 
no other wage scale than the $5 
scale and to deal with no miners’ 
union except the United Mine 
Workers of America. Sixteen other 
mine owners have signed agree- 
ments with the Progressive Union, 
according to Jones. 

The 19 mine-owners, JDowever, 
control some of the largest mines 
in the district and employ about 
2500 men, the owners assert, while 
the 16 mines whose owners have 
signed with the new union employ 
about 500 men. 

Among the owners listed in the 
19 are the St. Louis & O'Fallon 
Coal Co., operating the Nigger Hol- 
low mine near Edgemont; . the: 
Southern Coal, Coke & Mining Co.,

ville and New Baden: and 
Quality mine near Belleville. 

A meeting was held at Belleville 
this morning at which picket lead- 
ers reported on the results of two 
days of picketing. A mass meeting, 
which will be attended by a dele- 
gation from Belleville, will be held 
this afternoon at Marissa.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 9.— 
Members of the Missouri Blind 
Commussion, at their own request, 
appeared before Gov. Caulfield to- 


day for a hearing into charges by 

auditors under State Auditor 
Thompson that the broom’ factory 
operated in St. Louis for the blind 
suffered through inefficient super- 
vision. 

Mrs. Mary D. Campbell, execu- 
tive director of the commission, 
and H. H. Howard, superintendent 
of the factory, denied the auditor’s 
charges. ; 

Members of the commission here 
for the hearing were J. Fred Long, 
| Springfield; Wilbur B. Jones and 
‘Arthur B. Baer, St. Louis: Melvin 
Binswanger, St. Joseph, and Henry 
Guehlman, Jefferson City. 

Among those who appeared were 
‘the three auditors who made the 
audit of the broom factory. The 
auditors, alleging a lax system of 
handling some of the accounts, 
found an operating loss in the 
broom shop of $42,579 in 1931. 
They reported they also said they 
found discrepancies in the inven- 
tories of manufactured brooms and 
raw materials and that competitive 
bids were not received on some of 
the purchases of raw materials, re- 
sulting in the payment of higher 
prices. 

The accountants who made the 
audit, told the Governor and the 
board at the hearing ‘that they en- 
countered “the most antagonistic 
attitude in the course of their au- 
dit,” ever experienced by them. 

Howard and Mrs. Campbell were 
questioned throughout the hearing 
1on methods of handling the buying 
and distribution of broom corn. 
The auditors charged in their re- 
port to the Governor recently that 
broom corn had been bought at 
higher prices than the same quality 
could have been ,bought elsewhere. 
This was denied by both Howard 
and Campbell. 

Exchanges between T. H. Eber- 
sole, one of the accountants, and 
Howard, enlivened the hearing. 

At one point Ebersole was ques- 
tioning Howard, the shop superin- 
tendent said: “I would like to ask 
Mr. Ebersole a question.” “Mr. Bb- 
ersole is not answering questions 
today,”’ was the rejointer. ‘This is 
your hearing. You asked for it.” 

Howard denied under questioning 
by the Governor, that he favored a 
former employer with orders for 
‘broom corn because of personal fi- 
nancial obligations.to him. Charges 
made at the hearing that access to 
the books and records had been re- 
fused the auditors were also denied 
by the executive director and shop 
superintendent.

Twelfth “boulevard will form the 
center link in a broad thoroughfare 
including Natural Bridge and Gra- 
vois avenues and connecting the 
southwest and northwest parts of 
the city with the downtown section. 

The widening from Washington 
to O’Fallon was completed under a 
stipulation with owners of abutting 
property and cost $979,226, exclu- 
sive of the cost of paving, $33,000. 
Adjustments still to be made with 
owners of two small pieces of prop- 
erty are expected to round the cost 
of widening out to about $1,000,000. 

Part of this will be paid by the 
city with bond issue funds and part 
will be assessed against owners of 
property in the benefited district. 
The commissioners have not deter- 
mined on the shares to be paid by 
the city and by property owners. 

The widening from O'Fallon to 
Palm streets, about twice as long 
as the section already completed, 
is expected to cost no more than 
$1,000,000, because of lower prop- 
erty values in that neighborhood. 

The Commissioners will resume 
their deliberation Tuesday after an 
interval of several weeks. Im five 
years since they were appointed 
they have held 725 meetings. 
Members are Otto Dietz, a con- 
tractor; Julius Drucker, an at- 
torney, and Edward C. Wagner, 
a real estate man. 

First proceedings looking  to- 
ward widening of the street were 
begun in September, 1920. Filing 
of the commissioners’ report will 
bing the matter near an end. 
Propery owners and the city, how- 
ever, may file objections to the 
report in court.

Thick soups and chowders are; 
among our best “all-in-one-dish” 
meals and as the weather gets cool- 
er they deserve a prominent place 
in meal planning. Chowders gen- 
erally mean mixtures of fish and 
potatoes flavored with pork and 
onions.“ The word probably comes 
from the French since the Gaye el 
dictionary tells us that “in the 
ing villages of Brittany a caldron is 
provided in which to cook a mess 
of fish and biscuits with savory 
condiments—‘faire la chaudiere.’ ” 
This practice was evidently brought 
to the new world by the French 
who settled in Canada and in up- 
per New England, for it is in those 
sections that chowders, as we know 
them, have their beginnings. Clam 
chowder is the one that springs to 
mind whenever the word igs men- 
tioned, but there are even various 
definitions of that, according to the 
section in which you live or were 
brought up. 

Haddock Chowder. : 

" Fillets of haddock are conven- 
ient to use for this, though the 
whole haddock is preferred by real 
chowder makers, Select a haddock 
weighing about four pounds, re- 
move the head, split fish and take 
out bone down the center. Re- 
move skin and put bones’, head and 
skin in a kettle and cover with cold 
water.

We are asked for recipes for 
tomato conserve and India relish, 
which follow. The conserve is 
rather unusual as it contains tart 
apples, and is well worth making 
a little of before tomatoes are too 
high. 


We have & wail from a man who 
wants “good old fashioned gravy 
and sauces” with his meats. It’s 
the only complaint he has to make 
about his wife’s cooking, but her 
gravy is tasteless and - “wishy 
washy,” he says. 

Meats, fish and poultry certain- 
ly do taste better if served with 
appropriate and well. seasoned 
gravy and sauce, For beef steak 
nothing is better than brown sauce, 
plain or with mushrooms. Recipes 
for these and others follow. 


Tomato Conserve. 

Select five pounds firm, ripe to- 
matoes. Scald, peel and slice. Put 
in a saucepan with one pound tart 
apples, peeled, cored, quartered 
and sifced. Boil slowly for an 
hour, stirring frequently to break 
up the fruit. Then add two pounds 
sugar, the juice of one lemon and 
the grated rind, and one teaspoon 
ground ginger. Continue ~doking 
until it is as thick as marmalade, 
then remove from the fire, let 
stand for 3¢€ minutes, stir in one- 
quarter pound coarsely chopped 
walnut meats and pour into small 
jars.

You will be surprised 
how much more interesting food 
becomes as your knowledge of food 
supplies and local niarket condi- 
tions develops. Your “butcher, 
baker and candle-stick maker” be- 
come real people, not just voices, 
and you become real to them. 

Some knowledge of food values 
is, of course, necessary if you 
would shop economically. Price 
alone is no sure criterion of food 
value. for the lowest food in cost 
might well be one of the highest in 
nutritive value. ; 

Food Substitutions. 

Know the relation of one food to 
another, so that you will know 
when and how to substitute a low 
priced food for an expensive one, 
or for one that happens to be too 
expensive at a particular time. 
When cauliflower costs too much, 
use creamed cabbage ifistead;: of 
shred cabbage leaves and use in- 
stead of lettuce in the middie of 
winter. Evaporated or dried milk 
may be occasionally substituted 
for fresh milk at a saving. 

Some dried or canned fruits and 
vegetables are equal to fresh ip 
food value and at certain times of 
the year are much less expensive, 
Take time to study your food sup- 
ply; take advantage of the agencies

AUTONOMY FOR MANCHURIA 
UNDER JAPANESE ADVISERS 


Favors Recognizing Chinese Sovereignty, but 
#okip Opposes This—Document Kept | 
. ~ Secret tor Present. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Sept. 9.—Continuation of 


the Japanese influence in Man- 
churia, in an advisory capacity, has 
been recommended by: the League 
of Nations inquiry commission in 
its report to the league, official 
in-

Japanese representatives at Peip- 
ing, where the report was signed 
last week. 


These advices, which contained a 
purported summary of the com- 
mission’s findings, said, however, 
the report recommended an 4ar- 
| rangement recognizing China's sov- 
ereignty in Manchuria but estab- 
lishing the autonomy of the terri- 
tory under Japanese advisers. 

This, it said, should be worked 
out by negotiations between China 
and Japan, with representatives of 
Manchuria and observers repre- 
senting the league. - : 

Japan Won Almost Every Point. 

The report of the commission 
was sent to Geneva last week with- 
out being published. Arrangements 
were made, Lord Lytton, the chair- 
man, said at the time, for publica- 
tion simultaneously at Geneva, 
Nanking and Tokio later this 
month. 

The purported summary received 
here quote@d one member of the 
commission as saying in effect that 
Japan “won almost every point” in 


the finding as finally framed and 
that it was revised several times to 


take into consideration the Japa- 
nese contentions. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
here said today, however, that Ja- 
pan’s recognition of the Govern- 
ment of Manchukuo next week 
would be its answer to any pro- 
posals to restore Chinese s0v- 
ereignty in Manchuria. The For- 
eign Office instructed its represen- 
tatives at Geneva to ask that pub- 
lication of the report be delayed 
until Japan could study it and pre- 
pare a reply and some observations. 

Report Kept Secret. 

If this request is accepted by the 
league it would mean that the re- 
port would not be likely tobe pub- 
lished before late October. The 
Foreign Office said its study would 
require from four to six weeks. 

According to the purported sum- 
mary, the commission’s recommen- 
dation also included complete de- 
militarization of Manchuria and 
the establishment of a native po- 
lice force meser foreign supervi- 
sion. 

A provisd was attached, the re- 
port said, that should the situa- 
tion change in important respects 
between the framing of the find- 
ings and the league’s study of them 
proper consideration should be giv- 
en to the realities. 

This was interpreted as referring 
to the tmminent recognition of the 
independence of Manchukuo by 
Japan in which Japan is <xpec‘*ed 
to declare that any continuation of 
Chinese sovereignty in -Manchuria 
would be unacceptable to it.

REVENUE ACT CUTS 
TREASURY DEFICIT 


Other Government Revenue 
Shows 35 Per Cent Decline 
for First Part of Year. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9%.—Im- 


provement in the condition of the 
Treasury over the same period of 


day, respite continued declines in 
custom receipts and income tax re- 
turns. 

Bolstered by the new revenue 
act, miscellaneous revenue along 
with some curtailment in expendi- 
tures is largely responsibie for the 
bettered condition shown in the 
Treasury’: latest condition state- 
ment. - 


This statement showed miscel- 
laneous receipts for Sept. 6, which 
included the Labor day week-end, 
at $8,314,961, bringing the total re- 
ceipts from this source to $21,104,- 
679 for the <irst six days of Sep- 
tember, compared with $6,400,576 
for the corresponding six days last 
year. 

The total miscellaneous receipts 
this fiscal year amounted to $118,- 
089,008; representing an increase of 
about 16 per cent over the $101,- 
597,927 collected in the same period 
last year. 

A drop in expenditures from 
$668,218,403 last year to $623,121,- 
4319 for the same period this year, 
also was noted: 

The indicated deficit of $409,020,- 
228 is more than $14,000,000 less 
than the deficit of $423,915,889 on 
the same date last year. 

Meanwhile a decline of approxi- 
mately 35 per cent in all other rev- 
enue was indicated. Income taxes 
eollected for the first six days of 
September amounted to $1,743,138, 
compared with $4,618,816 for the 
same period a year ago. Total in- 
come tax collections this fiscal year 

egated $33,862,620, compared 
with $51,198,282 for the corre- 
sponding period in 1932. Customs 
receipts collected up to Sept. 6 
total $47,614,093, compared with 
$77,488,748 for the first two months 
and six days of the last fiscal year..

Pinchot, who made. his first ap- 
peal to the R. F. C. July 18, at- 
tacked its policies in a_ letter to 
Chairman Atlee Pomerene. The 
letter was approved by the Penn- 
syivania State Emergency Relief 
Board. 

The net result of three appeals to 
the R. F. C., the Governor wrote, 
has been “an elaborate and largely 
unanswerable questionnaire” which 
the State officials have filled out 
“as far as possible.” 

“While you ask us to answer 
elaborate questions, thousands of 
families of five persons, on relief 
in Pennsylvania, are living on from 
$2 to $3 a week, or less.” he wrote. 
“Hundreds of thousands of children 
are going without milk, and mal- 
nutrition in the schools is growing} 
by leaps and bounds. 

“Other states have been granted 


and red tape as’ Pennsylvania. is 
now asked to accept. If 
this unreasonable and unnecessary 
delay goes on much longer, the suf- 
ferings of our people will leave me 
no choice, but to appeal directly to 
the President of the United States.’

Pole, Comptroller of the Currency, 
President Hoover today formally 
accepted his resignation. 

Months ago Pole made known 
that he wished to leave the post 
of Comptroller, and several days 
ago he repeated his request that he 
be relieved as soon as convenient. 
In accepting Pole’s formal resig- 
nation, Mr. Hoover praised him for 
“the extremely able manner’ in 
which he had conducted “a most 
difficult task during this period of 
crisis."” Pole said he would enter 
private business, and asked that his 
resignation take effect not later 
than Sept. 20.

National Assembly Ap- 


ing 52,000,000 Acres| 
Valued at $5,500,000,000 |

MADRID, Sept. 9.—-Spain’s ex- 
periment in community, farming 
through the distribution among 
the laboring people of large es- 
tates of the nobles and the former 


crown lands was approved by the 


National Assembly today when the 
Deputies voted on the final phase 
of the long-discussed “Agrarian 
Reform.” 

The measure still has to go 
through the formality of a final 
vote on the bill as a whole, which 
is expected to be taken latér —in 
the day. It provides for the par- 
celing of an estimated 562,000,000 
acres of land, said to be valued at 
more than $5,500,000,000. — 

As soon as the measure provid- 
ing for the partition of the great 
estates is published in the Official 
Gazette, the Agrarian Institute, 
which will be charged with en- 
forcing the law, will ask the pro- 
Prietors to begin registration of 
their land. If it is not registered 
within 30 days it will be subject to 
an assessment equal to 20 per cent 
oF its value. 

20 Former Royal Estates. 

The bill imvolves several hun- 
dred noble families, about 20 for- 
mer royal estates and the land of 
about 8000 other families. 

Although it was once predicted 


rthe question of dividing the lands 


contained enough dynamite to 
wreck the new republic, there was 
little demonstration to mark its ap- 
proval today. 

Poor and large families are to be 
fayored in the parceling out of the 
land, which is expected to cost the 
Government about $4,009,000 a 
year. 

The new farmers will be subsi- 
dized while they are developing 
their land. Cultivation of the new 
farms may be either by individuais 
or communal associations and pro- 
vision has been made for co-opera- 
tive associations for cultivating, 
providing machinery, marketing 
and other operations. 


Catalonian Bill Passed. 

The Assembly also approved the 
Catalonian partial independence 
bill, which has been a center of 
much contention since the estab- 
lishment of the Spanish republic a 
year ago last April. Premier Azana 
said the measure eventually would 
convert Spain into a Union of Fed- 
erated States, similar to the United 
States. 

The measure, which is expected 
to settle a controversy which has 
existed within Spain 50 years, gives 
the province the right to use its 
own language and to direct its own 
education, economic and social sys- 
tem, as well as the right to police 
its own territory. 

Questions of foreign relations 
and naval and military. protection 
are conceded to the National Gov- 
ernment, however. 

The territory had a population of 
2,365,900 in the 1920 census. It 
comprises the present provinces of 
Barcelona, Tarragona, Lerida and 
Gerona. 


Britons Held in China Unharmed.

Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion expects to have the 1932 relief 
act in full operation within the 
next two weeks.

Importance of Farm Credit. 

The agricultural credit corpora- 
tions are regarded by members of 
the directorate as one of the most 
important phases of their work. 
Wilson McCarthy. a director. has 
devoted most of his time for the 
last six weeks to organizing these 
concerns. Ten days ago he ob- 
tained the services of Ford Hovey, 
president of the Omaha stockyards 
and a banker, to organize and op- 
erate the regional corporations. 

Hovey said yesterday he hoped 
shortly to be able to announce the 
directorates of the banks. Each 
will have a capital of at least $3.- 
000,000 and one or more branches 
in stratecic centers.

RED CROSS PREPARE 
FORA BUSY WINTER 


Chairman Payne Expects Great- 


est Activity Since War— 
Appeals for Members. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. _—Chair- 
man John Barton Payne of the Red 
Cross said yesterday the organiza- 
tion was facing the busiest winter 
since the World War. 

In charge of Federal flour and 
cotton clothing distribution, as well 
as its own activities of making seed 
gifts and direct relief in many 
channels, the Red Cross is recruit- 
ing both financial resources and a 
large corps of volunteer workers. 

Never was it more important, 
Chairman Payne said, for the peo- 
ple of the United States to respond 


to the annual Red Cross roll call, 


membership rally, which opens 
Armistice day and closes Thanks- 
giving day. 

Payne predicted that with wise 
use the present supply of flour 
would last the coming winter. Only 
yesterday, he said, he called for the 
last 5,000,000 bushels of the first 
40,000,000 bushels of Government- 
owned wheat voted by Congress for 
feeding the distressed. 

“That leaves us the-entire 45,- 
000,000 bushels voted in: the second 
wheat bill to take care of the needs 
of the coming winter,” he said. 

With volunteer women garment- 
workers reducing the cotton cloth- 
ing distribution costs to the actual 
expense’ of purchasing the yard 
goods, the Red Cross. executive 
added, the 500,000 bales of Federal- 
owned cotton will have maximum 
effect in meeting the emergency. 

In distributing the cotton and 
flour, he said, the Red Cross could 
use a half million dollars of its own 
funds. 

In addition, the organization has 
given relief, up to the present, to 
90,000 mining families in 143 coun- 
ties, at a total cost of $522,000. 

It has distributed 350,000 four- 
pound packages of garden. seeds, 
each package intended. to plant 
one-fourth of an acre of ground. 

A total of 223,000 tons: of stock 
feed was given to 184,000 owners in 
Middle and Far Western states. 

The 53,000 families suffering 
from the 1931 drouth in North and 


South Dakota, Montana, Nebraska, 


Iowa and Washington were cared 
for by the Red Cross during. the 
past winter. 

Cotton cloth requests have een 
received from 912 chapters, asking 
for a total of 14,016,586 yards of 
gingham, muslin, prints, shirting 
and other cotton materials to be 
made into clothin.; for the needy. 

The. free cloth was ordered 
shipped today to 90 more cities and 
towns in 34. states, including St. 


Louis, Mount Vernon and Eldorade 


Springs, Mo., and Aurora, Mount 
Sterling, Toulon and Virden, Iil.

COOLIDGE LISTS BOOKS 
THAT INFLUENCED HIM 


Ethan Allen His Boyhood Hero 
——It Took: Age to Appre- 
ciate Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Calvin 


Coolidge has made public a list of 
the books he read when a boy that 
had the most influence in his life. 


In October Cosmopolitan he says 
that on the new bookshelves he 
built when he enlarged his: home 
in. Vermont, a special place was re- 
served for these old. books. The 
list as it appears:in his article, 
“Books of My Boyhood,” follows:

While the life of Washington ap- 
pears in the list, Coolidge says that 
“the character of the Father of his 
Country did not impress me great- 
ly at that time. He was too re- 
strained, too wise, to become in- 
volved in those dramatic difficul- 
ties which appeal to youth. It takes 
maturity to comprehend Washing- 
tony 

“Rut the gallant Gen. Montgom- 
ery, who fell charging the walls of 
Quebec, Arnold leading a starving 
army across Maine to invade Can- 
ada; Marion the elusive swamp fox 
of the South, Putnam hunting 


wolves and escaping the enemy by |. 


riding his horse down a long flight 
‘of steps, young Lafayette the aris- 
tocrat fighting “for equality, and 
especially John’ Paul Jones, daring 
to flout the mistress of the seas al- 
most in her home ports, became 
sufficiently real to give meaning to 
the flintlock guns with powder- 
horns, bayonets, and knapsacks, 
which hung in the chamber of the 
farmhouse.’ 

Coolidge suspects that when his 
father bought him a biography of 
President Garfield, he was aware 
of the hardships of Garfield's 
youth and was trying to teach him 
the lesson that hard work was 
good for a boy. 

His first knowledge of Lincoln 
came through Harriet Beecher 
Stowe’s “Men of. Our Times.” 

The hero who most appealed to, 
him was Ethan Allen, “rash of ac- 
tion, se sententious and picturesque of 
speech, soldier of fortune, some- 
times defeated, but usually victor- 


i ious, always the strong and cour- 
jageous patriot.” 


Coolidge has a good word to say 
for one of the old-fashioned school 
books, “Hilliard’s Sixth Reader.” 
“No one,” he says, “ever suggested 
to me in those days that much of 
the best that there is in the litera- 
ture of our language could be 
found in books arranged for school 
children. Perhaps that did not 
matter much. If we read something 
in our youth that is really good it 
comes back tous in later years 
when we. can place a proper esti- 

mate on it.” 

Concerning oratory, he writes 
“The speeches I 
found in pamphlets sent out at 
campaign time did not seem to be 
the examples of. eloquence I found 
after reading the orations of Cicero 
in the Roman Senate.”’

Louis C. Fritch Wants All Trans- 
portation Regulated. 

Louis C. Fritch, operating vice 
president of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway, spoke 
yesterday at a luncheon meeting 
of the St. Louis Rotary Club, out- 
lining factors affecting the rail- 
roads at the present time.
